It was said that five supporters of Mr. 
Bland failed to get their votes in because 
they were not in the hall of the house 
when called.

Watched with Keen Interest. 

These proceedings had been watched with 
the keenest interest by members, especial- 
ly republicans, as having within them the 
possibility of history making. When the 
chair announced the vote, however, and 
the incident was over, the humdrum of 
routine was resumed and the members who 
had been eagerly crowding into the pit in 
front of the clerk’s desk, faded rapidly 
away. 

Mr. Bland moved a call of the house. 
On this motion, there was iarst a viva voce 
vote; then a vote by division; third a vote 
by tellers—Messr's. Bland and Reed officiat- 
ing. and finally a vote by yeas and mays. 

The latter resulted: Yeas, 189: Rays, 4. 
So the call was ordered. It showed 265 
members present and responding to their 
names. <4 

To dispense with further proceedings un- 
der the call, the same procedure was fol- 


lowed—four separate votes being ‘taken — 


ending with the yeas and nays. 

The call resulted: Yeas, 183: nays, 3; 
thus dispensing with further proceedings. 
At Last, a Quorum.

The Speaker—The gentleman from New 
York is not the keeper of the roll for the 
house.

Mr. Reed, persisting, amid cries of “regu- 
lar order,’’ stated that when a member arose 
and suggested that an error had been com- 
mitted he was entitled to respectful treat- 
ment from the chair and from the house. 

The Speaker—Has not the gentleman had 
it? There has been no suggestion that the 
vote had been impeached by the gentleman 
from New York. If one were made the 
chair will. be glad to have it examined in 
the interests of right and truth. 

While this colloquy was proceeding, mem- 
bers rushed down the aisles to the center, 
and Messrs. Outhwaite and McMillin as- 
serted that Mr. Tracey had eceepted the 
validity and correctness of the vote Ly mov- 
ing to reconsider it.

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CORBETT ON TRIAL. 


Champion Jim Pleads Not Guilty to 
the Indictment. 


CHARLEY MITCHELL ON THE GROUND 


He Will Be Tried if the Other Man 
Is Convicted. 


THE STATE'S WITNESSES EXAMINED 


The Prosecution Has Trouble in Proving 
Malice—The Proceedings Are on the 
Farcical Order. 


Jacksonville, Fla.;.February 28.—Champion 
James J. Corbett is now on trial before 
Judge Phillips, in the criminal court of 
this city, for engaging in that fight with 
Charles Mitchell on the 25th of last Jan- 
uary. If Corbett is found guilty, then Mit- 
chell will be tried,.and after the English- 
man has been disposed of, J. 8. T. Bowden, 
late manager of the Duval Club; Harry 
Mason, of the Athletic Club; Joe Vendig 
and Louis Sihler will be tried on a charge 
of aiding and abetting the fight. 

The court opened at 9:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing and long before that time, there was 
a large crowd of people gathered about the 
courthouse. 

Corbett arrived at the courthouse about 
9 o'clock accompanied by his manager, Will- 


-lam A.* Brady. A majority of the people 
about the courthouse were either sports 


or those who like to follow in the wake of 
the sporting gentry. When Corbett arriv- 
ed and pushed through the crowd, he was 
slightly. cheered. At 9:30 o’clock, Judge 
Phillips arrived, and court was called to 
order, Just aft@r the judge had taken his 
seat on the bench, Mitchell, accompanied 
by his manager, Billy Thompson, arrived. 
They took seats near Corbett and Brady. 
Pleads Not Guilty. 

John E. Hartridge, attorney for the club 
here, rose and stated that he waived the 
arraignment of Corbett and enterzed a plea 
of not guilty. Solicitor Christie then an- 
nounced that Corbett would be tried on 
the following information: 

“In the criminal court of record of the 
county of Duval and state of Florida, Feb- 
ruary term, in the year of our Lord, 1894, 
the state of Florida vs. James J. Corbett, 
information for engaging in a fight. In the 
name and by the authority of the state of 
Florida, J. B. Christie, county solicitor for 
the county of Duval, prosecuting for the 
state of Florida, in the said county, under 
oath, information makes that one, James 
J. Corbett, late of the county of Duval and 
state of Florida, on the 25th day of Janu- 
ary, in the year of our Lord, 1894, in the 
county and _ state aforesaid, then and there 
by and in pursuance of a previous appoint- 
ment and arrangement made to meet and 
engage in a fight with another person, to- 
wit: Charles Mitchell, did, then and there, 
meet and engage in a fight with the said 
Charles Mitchell, and did, then and there, 
beat, bruise, wound and ill-treat; and your 
informant, aforesaid, upon his oath, afore- 
said, further information makes that the 
said James J. Corbett, aforesaid, late of 
the county and state aforesaid, in the man- 
ner¥ and form aforesaid, in and upon the 
said Charles Mitchell aforesaid, an assault 
did make; and him, the said Charles Mit- 
chell did, then and there, beat, bruise, 
wound and ill-treat, contrary to the form of 
the statute in such cases made and provid- 
ed and against the peace and dignity of 
the state of Florida.”’ 

Did Not Prove Malice. 

The work of empaneling a jury was then 
begun. This was the occasion of much 
sparring between the attorneys, one \ side 
or the other objecting to nearly every ‘can- 
didate for the jury box. Finally the six 
men, that number only being required by 
the Florida law in misdemeanor cases, 
were secured. Two of the jurors are ne- 
groes, and four of them are from the ru- 
ral districts of Duval county. 

At this point, court adjourned for dinner. 
When court reconvened in the afternoon, 
the examination of witnesses was begun. 
Sheriff Broward, City Attorney Barrs, Judge 
Baker and many others were introduced by 
the state. They all testified as to events 
preceding the fight and as to what happen- 
ed in the arena on the day of the fight. 
The state established the fact that the fizht 
was by “previous appointment,” a contest 
forbidden by Florida law, but did not fare 
so well when an attempt was made to 
establish malice. 

The witnesses all testified that Corbett 
Seemed good natured during the three 
rounds save at one time and that was when 


. he fouled Mitchell. 


An Aequittal Expected. 

When the court adjourned in~ the after- 
noon the state still had several witnesses 
to examine. 

It is understood that Richard K. Fox, of 
New York, will be the only witness offered 
by the defense. 

He will be introduced as an expert to 
prove that glove contests cannot be brutal. 

The trial will be concluded tomorrow. At- 
torney General Lamar, while not taking an 
active part in the trial, is here watching 
the interests of the state. The impression 
left by today’s developments is that convic- 
tion is impossible. In fact, there were cer- 
tain phases of the trial that savored of 
the farcical. If, however, 4 conviction is se- 
cured, the cases will go to Judge Call on 
appeal, and in him thé sports feel that 
they have a friend at court. 

Corbett went over to St. Augustine to- 
night, where he will give an exhibition. 
He will return in the morning. 


NOT READY TO RETIRE. 


Judge Key Expects to Remain on the 
Bench While in Health. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., February” 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Some time ago the story was sent 
out broadcast from Knoxville that Hon. 
D. M. Key, judge of the United States dis- 
trict court for Tennessee, would retire from 
the bench soon after his seventieth birthday. 
In an interview today the venerable judge 
put a quietus on all such anticipations. “'y 
have not retired and .have no intention of 
doing so,’’ he replied to a query. “I will 
never leave it. I guess I’ll be there ten 
years or more. I am in perfect health, and 
it would be rather shabby of me to leave 
the bench and draw $5,000 of government 
money each year for doing nothing, while 
some one else draws the same amount for 

doing my work.”’ 

_ Judge Key was appointed by President 
Hayes in 1879, and has served continuously 
ever since.

Mr. Felton Says He Does Not Mind 
Mr. Smith's Letter.

THAT WAS A MATTER OF BUSINESS 


The Railway and Steamship Asso- 
ciation Holds Together, 


TWO ROADS DRAW OUT. AS EXPECTED 


a . 
Others Give Notice Thatif There Is Any 
Monkey Business They Will Take 
a Hand. 


Louisville, Ky., February 28.—(Special.)— 
The Southern HKailway and Steamship as- 
sociation will remain in existence as pre- 
«.cted in the dispatches to this morning’s 
Constitution. 

Of all the lines~in the association, the 
Louisville and Nashville, the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis have alone 


withdrawn and declare themsSéives out of 


the association for good. 
A few other lines reserve the right to 
withdraw in the event their interests are 


F mot protected by the association if any 
active warfare is entered into by the roads 


which have withdrawn. 

Two long sessions were held today. The 
committees which had been appointed to 
look into certain matters relating to inter- 
ests that would be affected by the with- 
drawal of the Louisville and Nashville, 
made a partial report and were continued. 
uhus far there is no great danger of any 
complications arising from the action of 
the Louisville and Nashville. Receiver Fel- 
ton, of the Queen .and Crescent, was on 
hand at both sessions. The feeling said to 
exist between him ‘amd President Smith 
since the latter’s letter, is all a myth. Mr. 
Felton said to The Constitution corre- 
spondent that he did not allow business 
matters to become personal. 

.Milton Smith States His Case. 

The Louisville and Nashville was in earn- 
est when that letter was written by Pres- 
ident Smith. Mr. Smith took the floor for 
the purpose of delivering his ultimatum. 
He said the Louisville and Nashville was 
out of the association for good and added 
that under no consideration could his raad 
be induced to enter into the agreement 
again. Mr. Smith was told in answer that 
as much as it was desired to fave the Lou- 
isville and Nashville remain a member of 
the association, it was known that pleading 
would not avail anything. After Mr. Smith 


spoke President Thomas, of the Nashville, 


Chattanooga and St. Louis, made a talk 
President Thomas made exactly the same 
explanation that President Smith had giv- 
en, all of which was expected since the two 
lines are practically the same. There was 
an uncertainty among some of the other 
western lines in the association as to what 
might follow from the withdrawal of the 
two roads mentioned. If rate cutting is to 
be indulged in. by the two independent 
lines, then the competing lines must pro- 
tect themselves. This they cannot do and 


‘remain members of the association. There- 


fore the Illinois Central, the Louisville and 
New Orleans and Texas, the Yazoo and 
Mississippi Valley and the Mobile and Ohio 
gave notice that in the event their inter- 
ests could not be protected they would 
withdraw from the association. 

Not in a Hostile Spirit. 

This was not meant in a spirit of hostili- 
ty by any means, but, on the other hand, 
acting in good faith toward the associa- 
tion, and simply placing them in a posi- 
tron to protect their own interests if the 
outside lines go on the warpath. While it 
would now appear that the future welfare 
of the Southern Railway and Steamship 
Association is assured, the committee saw, 
fit to go slow and not do anything definite 
until it was ascertained that the two out- 
side lines would not cause a demoraliza- 
uon that will force others of the lines to 
withdraw for safety. 

Adjvourned to March 13th. 

Therefore, with a view of giving the in- 
terested lines a chance, the meeting adjourn- 
ed to meet in New York, March 3th, by 
which time the position of the Lwuisville 
and Nashville and the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
ga and St. Louis will be ascertained. If. it 
develops that they will not engage in a 
rate war, but simply withdraw for the 
alleged reason that other lines were not 
living up to the agreement, then all will 
be well. But should a serious cutting of 
rates come about, then the other lines inter- 
ested as competitors of the Louisville and 
Nashville .in the territory cbmplained of, 
cannot be expected to remain in the asso- 
ciation. : 

Should they withdraw the territory of the 
association would have to be restricted, so 
as not to include the territory: of those lines 
and to allow them to get out of the asso- 
ciation, practically putting the asseciation 
where it was three years ago. 

Traffic officials in attendance at the meet- 
ing do not think the Louisville and Nash- 
ville is*going to indulge in’ rate cutting 
They are of the opinion that the new tari 
was drawn up for use in the event of the 
dissolution of the association, and think that 
as it has held together, the old standard 
tariffs will bz continued in ferce and raies 
observed. 


IN ANOTHER 


CLIME. 


The Gentleman Kaised Money and 
Skipped Out with It.

TWO CHILDREN BURNED. 


A Brave Little Hero Loses His Life 
for His Sister. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 28.—(Special.)— 
Two children of Brice Ipock, a prominent 
farmer of Craven county, were burned to 
death today, one a girl five years old, 
caught fire and her six-year-old brother in

false. The opposition of the radicals to the 
government, he said, had been confirmed 
to resisting the curtailment of the constitu- 
tional rights of the German. states in the 
reichstag whenever such attempts had been 
made.

STATE OF SIEGE IN SICILY. 


Crispi Explains Why the Government 
Took This Step. 

Rome, February 28.—In the chamber 
of deputies today Signor Crispi, the prime 
minister, explained the governments reas- 
ons for proclaiming a state of siege in 
Sicily. Documents which came into pos- 
session of the authorities at Massa di Car- 
rara proved the existence of socialist and 
anarchist plans to reorganize and repeat 
their uprising on a scale approaching. the 
proportions of a _ revolution. With this 
view, anarchists were flocking to Sicily. 

At a meeting of foreign and Italian anar- 
chists recently held in Marceills, he said 
it was decided to foment an uprising of the 
peasants in Sicily by promises to be made 
to the peasantry to divide the lands among 
them. ‘This event was to occur during 1894, 
when, according to thé representations of 
the conspirators, 2 foreign war would 
break out. Piedmont Would be invaded and 
a Russian fleet would occupy Italian wa- 
ters. These discoveries having been made, 
the government promptly seized all anar- 
chist property and documents to be found 
and proclaimed a state of siege. The state- 
ment of Crispi, and the documents he men- 
tioned, made a profound impression upon 
the chamber.

ROSE'S DILEMMA. 


Whichever Way He Turns He Is ib 
Danger of Death. 


HE WAS IN A MOB OF LYNCHERS. 


The Jailer Filled Him with Shot, 
and He Was Captured. 


HIS FORMER COMPANIONS THREATEN 


If He Gives Them Away They Declare 
They Will Kill Him—IfHe Does Not 
Peach the Slaughters Will Act. 


? 


Winston, N. C., February 23.—(Special.)— 
The lynching of James Slaughter in Allee 
gheny county last Friday morning for the 
murder of two reputable citizens is de- 
veloping into a serious affair. for many 
parties concerned. The mob went to the 
jail well armed with sledge hammers, axs 
and other implements for forcing an en- 
trance. They also carried rope pee 
which to swing their man into eternity 
short notice. The mob resisted arrest when 
Jailer McCraw drew his shotgun and began 
firing promiscuously. He injured _ three 
men, two seriously. One of them, Alexan- 
der Rose, was left by the lynchers. He was 
captured and put in jail until yesterday, 
when the sheriff and jailer were told three 
stories. One was that the five big brothers 
of the man lynched were going to visit the 
jail and demand Rose to reveal the names 
of every man in the lynching party. The 
second was. that the lynchers were going 
to hang him for fear he was going to turn 
state’s evidence. The third was to the ef- 
fect that Rose’s friends wanted his release 
and would demand it. Upon this evidence 
the sheriff brought Rose here last night for 
safe keeping. 

The wounded man is in a critical condi- 
tion. He has twenty-four buckshot in his 
sbdomen and breast and fourteen in his 
right hand. He is twenty-seven years old 
and has a family, a wife and four children, 
and is one of his county’s best citizens. 

Sheriff Gambol left here today for his 
home. He says the trouble is not over. He 
expects many lives to be lost before the 
matter is settled. However, he seems to 
de firm and says he will not shirk any 
duty in trying to uphold the law. 

Rose said today that if put on the stand 
he would be compelled to tell the names 
of every man in the lynching party. If he 
does this the men threaten him with death. 
Tf he does not tell it Slaughter’s five 
brothers say they wil. kill him. The affair 
is creating the greatest sensation that ever 
occurred in the state*and much bloodshed 
is feared. : 

Dr. L. L. Sapp, a prominent physician of 
this county, was put on trial for his life 
here today for the murder of James Lamar, 
at Christmas. A Yury was empaneled this 
afternoon. Evidence will be taken tomor- 
row. Intense interest is manifested on 
account of the prominence of the defendant. 


SUICIDE OF PITCHER McNABB 


After Shooting One of the Alvin Joslyn 
Actresses, 

. Pittsburg, Pa., February 28.—A terrible 
tragedy was enacted at the Hotel Eiffel, 
at 508 Smithfield street, at 8:30 o’clock to- 
night, from which Pitcher McNabb, of 
the Baltimore club, is dead, and Louise 
Kellogg will likely die from the result of 
the wounds received from a pistol in the 
hands of McNabb. Louise Kellogg was a 
member of the Alvin Joslyn theatrical 
company, and came here from New York 
today. She met McNabb a shert time be- 
fore 8:30 o’clock on Fifth avenue tonight 
and they both went to the Hotel Eiffel, 
where a room was engaged. A young man 
named Gillen, a friend of both McNabb 
and the Kellogg woman, went up to their 
room about 8:30 o’clock to call on them. 
He heard the woman groaning and called 
for help. As it is right across from the 
city hall, Irspector McKelvy and several 
officers were soon on the scene. The door 
was burst open and a bloody sight met 
their gaze. On the floor lay the woman 
with three bullet holes in her head and 
neck. McNabb was laying beside her with 
two shots through the head that killed him 
alinost instantly. The woman was taken 
to the homeopathic hospital. She can 
hardly recover. 

McNabb’s body was removed to the 
morgue. There was ux fire a few doors 
above the hote! at the time McNabb did 
the shooting. This caused much excite- 
ment in the vicinity and the hotel people 
did not even hear the shots fired. McNabb 
evidently meant murder when he went 
to the room, for he was there only a short 
time before he did the shooting. Louise 
Kelloge’s right name is Mrs. R. E. Rock- 
well, and she has a™husband living at 
Seattle, Wash... Kellogg was her stage 
name. Her parents live at Braddock, near 
this city. Unless she regains consciousness 
the cause of the shooting may never be 


known.

This morning when the gentle- 
men who were traveling in a wagon called 
for their new employe, they found one ol 
her friends at the house who said the wo- 
man should not leave the city. She was 
determined to go, however, and got into the 
wagon for that purpose. The negro man 
protested vigorously, and with two or.three 
friends, started in pursuit. The Messrs. 
Hargett were overtaken by the negroes at 
the mile branch and the Bentlemen decided 
to bear the woman out in her determina- 
tion to accompany them. The negroes, it 
is learned, opened fire, which was returned 
by the Hargetts. The negroes were soon 
repulsed and the Harris county party pro- 
ceeded. It is reported that the negroes 
resumed their pursuit this afternoon and it 
is feared there was serious trouble if the 
Hargetts were overtaken. A warrant was 
sworn out this afternoon for W. S. Davis, 
who killed Green Thomas, colored, here last 
night. The commitment trial will take 
place next week. Davis has employed able 
counsel to defend him.

It Decides to Turn the Tariff Bill Over 
to the Finance Committce. 
Washington, February 28.—(Special.)—The 
senatorial democratic caucus adjourned sine 
die this afternoon. It found the tariff bill 
a difficult job to handle, and after a three 
days’ struggle abandoned its efforts and 
turned the bill back over to the finance 
committee to perfect and report to the sen- 

ate. . , 

The chief fighting in caucus has been 
over coal, iron, sugar and lead. After a 
long discussion today the iron schedule was 
voted on., Senator Pugh had offered a pro- 
position to make the duly oJ cents a ton, 
but the caucus, by a vote of 19 to 16, voted 
down Mr. Pugh’s proposition. Immediately 
Mr. Pugh arose and declared that he would 
not be bound by that vote. He would go 
out of the caucus and offer his amendment 
to the bill in the senate. This declaration 
on the part of Senator Pugh created some- 
what of a panic, so to speak. Then Mr. 
Brice, who was the chief mover in having 
the caucus, prepared and introduced a reso- 
lution that the caucus adjourn sine die, that 
the whole bill be given back to the com- 
mittee to report to the* senate, that every 
senator had the right to offer amendments 
as he saw fit but on the final vote on the 
passage of the bill all democratic senators 
should vote for it. ; 

Mr. Voorhees, chairman of the finance 
committee, then made a statement that the 
committee would make no discrimination 
in the sugar and lead schedules in favor of 
the trusts. With this understanding, the 
‘committee would again take charge of the 
bill. This settled matters and the caucus 
expired. The committee may report the bill 
to the senate at once. It will certainly not 
report later than Monday. I have it that 
the committee will compromise on the iron 


‘schedule by giving about 30 cents a ton. It 


will give 50 cents on coal and perhaps 1 
cent on sugar, but the latter will probably 
be stricken out in conference. 

Gorman Opposes the Income Tax. .- 
Mr. Gorman was among the first speakers 
at the afternoon session. His speech was 
very diplomatic in character and was a 
strong plea ‘for demowucrats to. t:armonize 
and get together.

The announcement of the approachin 
tesiguation of Mr. Gladstone will ‘causé 
genuine regret among the people of all 
lands who believe in home rule, and who 
desire to see the institutions of England 
modified and liberalized until they be- 
come practically democratic. * 

But Mr. Gladstcne is eighty-four years 
old, and he has worked harder and 
longer than any other man in. public 
life. His eyesight is failing, and he 
feels that rest is an absolute necessity. 
Possibly younger men will take up his 
work and carry it through successfully, 
but it is to be feared that home rule and 
liberalism will make little progress for 
Sometime to come. No new leader can 
have the prestige and influence of the 
: old man. 

Mr. Gladstone has been premier four 
times. He antered parliament at the

age of twenty-three, and a year later 
‘was made a junior lord of the treasury 
by Sir Robert Peel.

In no other country on the globe ean 
there be found a great popular leader 
past the age of eighty, bearing the cares 
and burdens of a vast empire upon his 
shoulders, and at the same time holding 
his own in the literary world with the 
foremost writers of the age. But for his 
failing eyesight, Mr. Gladstone would 
probably bave continued his brilliant 
career several years longer. ‘his re- 
cent speeches he showed an aggressive 
vigor and spoke with a degree of elo- 
quence and power not surpassed in his 
youthful days. : 

It is a calamity for England when her 
greatest leader retires from her councils. 
No man living is worthy to succeed him, 
and none can fill his place.

The Hon. Josiah Patterson’s Apology. 

Congressman John Allen, of Missis- 
sippi, is a man in whom the fountains 
of humor have their seat. Everything 
he says is enjoyable, and, by the ex- 
ercise of his superabundant gift, he is 
enabled to put wisdom through her paces 
and give to the dullest brethren the live- 
liest. lessons in common sense. 

We appreciate Congressman Allen’s 
remarkable gift. It lifts him high above 
the common herd, and enables him to 
bestow on his hearers the inestimable 
privilege of laughing while they learn. 
Nevertheless, his humor not infrequently 
lends a lightness to his -more serious 
criticisms, and affords a cover for those 
who ought to be dealt with seriously and 
severely. 

It is true this lightness or flippancy 
is merely apparent. for his humor is ea- 
pable of assuming the wings and employ- 
ing the stings of safire; but we are of 
the opinion that the disgusting apology 
which the Hon. Josiah Patterson made 
for the people of the south deserves 
more serious treatment than that which 
Congressman Allen gives it. Mr. Allen 
has done his part and has done it well. 
but it devolves on those who have been 
slandered by the Hon. Josinh Patterson’s 
apology to regard it from a point of 
view that eliminates humor. 

What the Hon. Josiah’ Patterson in- 
tended as a reply to Mr. Hewitt was ab- 
ject enough if it be regarded as an apol- 
ogy; but the language he employed em- 
bodied a distinct charge against the peo- 
ple whom he represents in congress and 
against the southern people. 

In apologizing for the state of things 
which Mr. Hewitt invented and de- 
scribed, the Hon. Josiah Patterson, of 
Tennessee, according to the published 
report of his speech, declared that the 
people of the south were for the free 
coinage of silver because they are ig- 
norant believers in the theories held by 
their fathers. The Hon. Josiah Patter- 
son admitted that he himself was igno- 
rant before he went to congress—was, in 
fact, elected to represent an ignorant 
constituency beeause he was as tgnorant 
as they were. But now his eyes are 
opened. When he got to congress he 
began to study these things. Mr. Cleve- 
Jand led him out of his ignorance. Mr. 
Cleveland took the Hon. Josinh Patter- 
son’on his knee and after romping with 
him awhile. opened his eyes to the cor- 
rect principles of sound currency. 

The Hon. Josiah Patterson, of Tennes- 
see, does not say how his aptness as a 
-pupil was rewarded, but the probability 
is that after he had learned the less3n 
of a sound currency he found several 
patronage plums in his breeches pocket. 
~“There is nothing to be compared to a 
pocketful of patronage plums as an eye- 
opener to the ignorance of a southern 
congressman, especially a congressman 
from the section of Tennessee from 
which the Hon. Josiah Patterson hap- 
pens to come. 

In the opinion of The Constitution, 
the apology of the Hon. Josiah Patter- 
son is a more disgraceful attack on the 
people of the south than the slanders 
which Mr. Hewitt mumbled with. his 
breadcrumbs at the banquet of the 
Sonthern Society.

More Pledges. 

Mr. Oates’s campaign in Alabama 
promises to derive its chief significance 
from the fact that he goes before the 
people of his state with more. pledges. 

The. democratic platform is either too 
big or too little for him. He can’t stand 
on it just as it is. Just'at present, it 
seems to be too big for him and he is 
engaged in trimming it dawn to suit the 
new political, education. which, like the 
Hon. Josiah Patterson, he has acquired 
by coming in contact occasionally with 
Mr. Cleveland. 

In perfect fairness to Mr. Oates it 
should be said that he has a new plat- 
form of his own. Practically. he has 
tucked the democratic platform under 
the bed, but he is willing to pull it out 
once in awhile in order to convince the 
people that he is still within hailing 
distance of the doctrine on the strength 
of which the people of his district elected 
him to congress—on the strength’ of 
which the people lifted the democratic 
party to power. 

But Mr. Oates has revised that doc- 
trine to suit his new views, and he-now 
comes before the people of Alabama 
as a candidate for the democratic nom- 
ination for governor -with more 
pledges. This is very _ significant. 
With various democratic pledges 
practically repudiated and others 
hanging in the air, how . can the 
people be expected to content them- 
selves with unauthorized pledges brought 
forward by a congressman who wants 
to be governor. This phase of Mr. 
Oates’s candidacy is so peculiar and so 
interesting that we want to see it wide- 
ly discussed. 

The truth is it is a matter just as in- 
teresting in Georgia as it is in Ala- 
bama, and there is no part of the coun- 
try where democrats ean afford to ig- 
nore it as,one of the symptoms of the 
double shuffle that has discredited the 
narty. It need not be asked how Mr. 
Oates is going to earry out his new 
pledges as governor when he failed as a 
congressman to earry out those con- 
tained in the platform. That is not im- 
portant at all. The important fact is that 
politicians of Mr. Oates’s kidney are 
preparing to substitute for the pledges 
made by the party to the people the 
private and personal financial views of 
the goldbug element, which, for. vari- 
ous reasons not necessary here to spec- 
ify. they have been induced to endorse. 

That is the special significance of Mr. 
Oates’s new pledges. One Of these is 
that Mr. Cleveland is in favor of the 
free coinage of silver on an international 
basis. But when is this pledge to be re- 
deemed? How. and where is it to go 
into effect? Mr. Oates doesn’t know. 
Nobody knows. Another pledge that Mr. 
Oates makes is that he himself is in 
favor of a silver dollar containing a dol- 
lar’s worth of silver. But how does this 
new pledge, fresh from the mental mint 
of goldbuggery, help the people? 

Editor Watterson, looking over the 
field the other day, inquired how the 
Cemocrats propose to stay and turn the 
drift indicated hy the recent elections— 
how they expect to carry the November 
elections? “By more pledges?’ he asked. 
Mr. Oates seems to furnish a partial an- 
ewer. He has done the best he could 
under the circumstances. In place of 
the democratic pledges that have heen 
repudiated he comes forward with a few 
new pledges of eastern goldbug mannu- 
facture, and evidently expects the peo 
ple to he satisfied with them. 

The Hon. Josiah Patterson contends 
that the southern people are no hetter

| EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The recent speech of John Burns, labor 
member of the house of commons, w2s the 
most scathing arraignment of the house of 
lords yet pronounced in all this late agita- 
tion. Custom, he said, and the habits of 
a slow-witted people like the English,, 
had not brought the lords into contact dur- 
ing recent years with the rough side of its 
intentions; but when that slow-witted peo- 
ple did move, the lords would know it. The 
people had checked the crown, and the 
crown was but a cipher in our political 
and parliamentary life. The house of lords 
was an unexampled anachronism. .In no 
country in the world were there five-stxths 
of the upper chamber claiming the right, 
not to legislate, but to prevent -legislation, 
on the mere fact of hereditary or titular 
influence. The gilded chamber, or. the 
guilty chiamber, if they preferred that 
name, was no longer the stronghold for a 
high type of statesmanship, buf was the 
meeting place of the representatives of 
property, reaction, wealth, landlordism and 
the company promoter, always seeking an 
opportunity to conspire against the best in- 
terests of the people. The organized work- 
men of the country would not allow the 
loras to mutilate bills sent from the com- 
mons, and they called upon the government 
to take up the cry of ‘‘No surrender.”’ The 
house of lords was the juggernaut acting in 
the interests of the raiM¥ay companies, but 
the lords would soom learn that the Eng- 
lish people today were not the brutal, ig- 
norant, apathetic, enslaved drunken helots 
they were a century ago. The country 
which had sent King Charles to sleep wiih- 
out his head would stand no veto from 
Queen Guelph or Lord Salisbury. 


In what manner this nation ig affected in 
its foreign trade by the shrinkage of the 
vulue of its products, may in some measure 
be estimated from tne latest statistics of 
our exports of certain commodities. These 
statistics show that for the seven months 
ending with January 3lst, as compared 
with the corresponding period twelve 
months earlier, our exports of wheat were 
11,868,082 less in bushels and. 17,050,260 less in 
dollars, The price fell nearly 50 per cent 
more than the quantity. The quantity of 
wheat/flour exported was 24,344 barrels 

than in the preceding period, but for 
this increased quantity we obtained 3,259,- 
387 less dollars. The more we ship abroad 
the smaller the return in money. The fig- 
ures with respect to cotton are equally 
striking. In the five months ending Janua- 
ry dist, this year, as compared with the 
corresponding period in the previous year, 
we exported 579,362,416 more pounds, but the 
value was only 20,007,186 more in dollars. If. 
prices shall continue to decline, as they 
will, our export trade will increase in vol- 
ume, but wé shall pay with it a continually 
increasing amount of debt. With every 
drop in values our debt to Europe grows 
larger. That part of it which is a decade 
old is probably nearly twice as large at the 
present moment as it was when the obliga- 
tion was incurred. The European creditor 
is enriching~himself year after year, with- 
out lifting his finger, at the cost of Ameri- 
can farmers and planters, and at the cost 
of this whole nation. 


The new counterfeit silver dollars one gets 
so frequently here of late are the only 
eninterfeits ever Known worth intrinsicaily 
as much as the genuine dollar. bilver is so 
cheap that the maker of these dollars puts 
éxactly aS much in them as the govern- 
ment puts in its dollar—that is, about 50 
cents’. worth, or a little Jess. Beyond a 
roughtiess and varying thickness it is difii- 
cult to tell a counterfeit from a genuine 
dollar.

The 
accession of Texas was the only addition 
to our territory which resulted in blood- 
shed although this annexation was desired 
by the Texans themselves.

President Hemphill called the meeting 
to order, stating its object. He asked for 
expressions from everybody. 

Mr. Inman said that he could not help 
expressing his discouragement at the situa- 
tion, and he said that without tne material 
Sympathy and ao-operation of the city the 
movement could not hope to succeed. He 


‘submitted a series of resolutions which he 


said were for the purpose of bringing about 
discussion on the subject, and he would 
like to hear expressions of opinion from 
everybody present. 

Mr. Jack Spalding said that the resoiu- 
tions were on the line of those he had pre- 
pared, and suggested several changes. 

Hon. Hoke Smith, secretary of the inte- 
rior, came in at this time, and was greeted 
with hearty applause. While the changes 
suggested by Mr. Spalding were being made 
a recess was taken for the purpose of

Mr. Inman’s Resolutions. 


The resolutions of Mr. Inman are as fol-‘ 


lows: 

“Whereas, At a meeting of citizens 
representing every interest of, the city of 
Atlanta it was decided with great unanimi- 
ty and enthusiasm to hold an exposition 
worthy of Atlanta and the south; and 

“Whereas, A charter was obtained and 
the movement placed in charge of some 
fifty of the leading citizens of Atlanta; and 

“Whereas, This board of directors after 
a mature study of the site offered including 
the old waterworks, decided that Piedmont 
park for many reasons was the only prac- 
ticable spot on which the exposition could 
be. successfully held; and 

“Whereas, Said board of directors found 
that without the aid of the city sufficient 
funds could not be raised to place the ex- 
position movement on a proper footing, and 
feeling thus, appealed to the city to buy the 
Piedmont property, on such terms as would 
place $75,000 legally within reach of the 
exposition as aid to that extent on the part 
of the city; and 

“Whereas, The general council, with 
great unanimity, agreed to the proposition, 
but his honor the mayor in his wisdom 
has seen fit to differ with the combined 
judgment of the directors of the exposition 
and the general council; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That this board of directors 
still maintaining their belief that the plan 
submitted by them to the city government 
of Atlanta, and reiterating their belief that 
Piedmont park is the only site upon which 
the exposition can be held with success 
place ‘this whole matter in the ‘hands of 
the city government and leave it with that 
body, representing the whole people, to 
decide the fate of the enterprise and say 
by their concurrence in or dissenting from 
the plan proposed by this board to say 
whether this enterprise shall go forward or 
be permanently abandoned.” 

Captain English moved the adoption of 
these resolutions and in a short speech 
made a statement as chairman of the com- 
mittee which was appointed to meet with 
the council committee. He expressed his 
deep regret at the action the mayor had 
taken, pointing out a number of reasons 
why, in his opinion, the mayor's position 
was not tenable.» He-regarded the situation 
as critical, urging the necessity of prompt 
action, and saying that he sincerely hoped 
that some way would be found out of the 
difficulty. He criticised the mayor's ac- 
tion and said that he thought the council 
did right in endorsing the proposition. He 
was, however, against any effort to pass 
it over the mayor’s veto, as he believed if 
failure was to come the responsibility should 
rest with the mayor. He urged the 
adoption of Mr. Inman’s resolutions. 

Governor Bullock's Substitute. 

“If fully concur with Captain English,” 
said Governor Bullock. ‘I have been pres- 
ent at all the exposition meetings and I 
know’ that no personal pecuniary interest 
has been injected into it. The most impor- 
tant thing to make this a success is, indeed, 
action. It seems to ‘me the best thing 
is for this committee to-get out of the way 
and surrender the charter. I have, there- 
fore, prepared a series of resolutions which 
I submit as a substitute for those offered 
by Mr. Inman. : 

Governor Bullock’s substitute was as fol- 
lows: 

‘“Whereas,. The progress of Atlanta is 
paramount, -and whereas, our success as 
a city has been secured‘in the past by the 
united action of our citizens; and, whereas, 
his honor, the mayor, finds himself unable 
to agree with the unanimous opinion of the 
board of aldermen, and this committee sup- 
ported unanimously by the city council, 
save one vote, 

“Tt is hereby resolved by this committee, 
that in behalf of the present charter mem- 
bers of the Cotton States and International 
exposition, and in the interests of united 
action by our people, that we recognize 


the veto of his honor, the mayor, as final - 


and hereby surrender the said charter.” 
Secretary Smith Talked Enthusiasti- 
cally. 


President Hemphill called on Secretary 
Smith for an expression as to the situation. 
“Since I have been away,”’ said Mr. 
Smith, “I never have allowed.a spare mo- 
ment to escape me without studying Atlan- 
th’s interests. I came hére when seventeen 
years old and I have spent twenty years 
with the gentlemen whom I see around 
me here. I hope to come back in a few 
years and spend the balance of my life 
here. When I first saw the names of the gen- 
tlemen prominent in ths exposition move- 
ment, I said: ‘“‘There can be no question 
about it. With those men at the head 
of it the exposition is bound @ be a great 
success.’ It is hard for you to realize,”’ 
continued Mr. Smith, ‘the amount of in- 
terest this movement Was inspired all over 
the country. It is understood to be the 
coming exposition for the next year and 
men of strength and commercial responsi- 
bility are coming not only to study the ex- 
position alone, Sut to study the south.” 
The secretary said that there would be 
no trouble whatever in securing the hearty 
co-operation of the other countries desired. 
He pointed out that it would be a great 
blow to Atlanta to let anything come up to 
prevent the holding of the exposition. He 
referred to the fact that a condition ex- 
ists at present which is new. The past 
few years the emigration and 
wealth has gone west. It is 
now the confident belief that 
the south is a better place for investing 
money and for people to seek homes than 
the west. He sincerely hoped that some 
practical solution would be obtained un- 
der which the exposition could be held. 
Some one suggested that Mayor Goodwin 
wasn’t present and Alderman Stephens tele- 


phoned for him, urging him to come, as the 


interests of the city were at stake. Mr. 
Spalding suggested that a committee of 
three be appointed to consider the resolu- 
tions and report and suggested that Mr. 
Collier be chairman. 

Mr. Collier’ stated thet he would 
rather not serve. He pointed out in an elo- 
quent speech the necessity for harmony 
and how the lack of it might prove fatal 
to the exposition. 

Mr. Spalding told of his visit to the mayor 
on the day before the proposition was re- 
turned without his approval. He said that 
in his opinion there were just two things 
to do—to pass Governor Bullock’s 
resolution or. go ahead and _e “raise 
the $200,000 and hold the exposition without 
asking the city for aid. 

Mr. Oglesby defended the mayor, saying 
that while he disagreed with him as to his 
action, he knew that Mayor Goodwin was 
a friend to the exposition. He believed 
that steps could be taken to harmon- 
ize all difficulties. He suggested that if the 


exposition’ property could be purchased 


without a park clause in the deed, that a 


hundred acres could be reserved for park 
purposes and the other eighty-nine acres 
me be sold for enough money to pay for 
t all. 

While he was speaking Mayor Goodwin 
came in and was given a round of applause 
by way of greeting. 

Captain Howell's Proposition, 

Captain Howell said that while all of his 
financial interest were in favor of the wa- 
terworks, he believed that Piedmont park 
was $100,000 better than any other site 
which had been suggested. He said that he 
did not impugn the motives of the mayor, 
but attributed to“him the right to decide 
this question as of others in a way which 
he considered to be in the best interests of 
Atlanta. He said that, the thing 
to be borne in mind was. that 
a site should not be. selected in the 
idea of helping the city’s real estate, but 
that the enterprise should be erected where 
it would do the most good to the entire 
city. He discussed the railway facilities 
about the different sites at some length. 

He said that the great thing now was 
harmony, and unless that was brought 
about there was no use trying to“hold the 
exposition. He suggested as a way out of 
the difficulties, that the mayor appoint a 
ccmmittee of five and said conimittee that 
he might suggest, meet with a like com- 
mittee appointed by the exposition company, 
and make a thorough canvass of the sub- 
ject of a site, and he believed than in this 
way, all the gentlemen acting in good faith 
for the good of the city, some solution of 
the troubles which seem to be rising up now 
would be reached. 

' At the suggestion of the president the res- 

olutions that had been introduced were read 

for the information of the mayor, and he 

was called on. 

Mayor Goodwin Reiterates 
Position. 

Mayor Goodwin began by stating that 
there was no position which he took which 
he was not willing to fully discuss. He 
said that if the council should adhere to 
the action overriding his veto he would not 
feel badly about it. He said. that he did 
not propose to have his fealty to the expo- 
sition questioned. He said that no move- 
ment could afford to be hurried through and 
urged through without the opportunity and 
the time for the people to be heard. He 
disclaimed any sectional feeling whatever, 
and said that he believed that in his views 
he represented the real interests of the gen- 
tlemen present who disagreed with him so 
strongly. He said that Before the city was 
asked for aid that, of course, the city gov- 
ernment had nothing to do with the qusetion 
of site, but he deemed that when it had 
been so asked that it had this right. Still 
it would have given him much more pleas- 
ure if he could have seen his way clear to 
approve the action of the council rather 
than disapprove it. 
~ A good many questions were fired at the 
mayor, and for a time it was very lively 
indeed. 

“Tf there is anything I can do,” said the 
mayor, ‘“‘to unite the people of Atlanta on 
the exposition or anything else I shall gladly 
do it.’’ | 

Captain Howell asked him whether he 
would appoint the committee as he had sug- 
gested. | 

The mayor said that he would just say 
he would favor a conference and he hoped 
that there was some way in which this 
trouble could be averted. 

Mr. Hugh Inman suegested -that it would 
be well for that committee, when appointed, 
to look at all of the sites and study them 
carefully. 

Captain English made a ringing speech 
and so did Mr. Spalding in which they de- 
fended the action of the exposition board. 

“Tt is ridiculous,” said Captain English, 
‘to say that everything was not carefully 
considered by the committee of this body 
which had under consideration the question 
of a site.” He believed that the waterworks 
was least adapted of all. He criticised the 
mayor pretty strongly and dizsected his pa- 
per very. fully. During the course of his 
speech Mavor Goodwin answered some of 
his statements and for a time it was give 
and take at a pretty lively rate. 

Cantain Howell again urged the appoint-

| ment of the committee and, on his motion, 


this was done. | 

President Hemphill will appoint a com- 
mittee of five from the exposition company, 
and Mayor Goodwin will appoint a com- 
mittee of five revresentative citizens and 
these, together with Mayor Goodwin and 
President Hemphill will constitute a joint 
committee of conference in behalf of adjust- 
ing all questions of site and plans of the 
exposition with respect to municipal aid to 
the same. 

Tt can be safely assumed that these com- 
mittees will be composed of fair and repre- 
sentative Atlantians, who also express the 
different views touching the matter _in- 
volved, and that any decision which is 
reached by these committees will be a basis 
so fair and reasonable that all Atlantians 
can unite upon it and stand for the exposi- 
tion as one man and make it a grand suc- 
cess. The committees. will be announced 
today.

NEW YORK, February 28.—Business at 
the stock exchange today was better dis- 
tributed than of late.

The port move- 
men. was 11,800 bales, whereas expectations 
were 8,500 bales, against 7,900 last year and 
1/,199 in 189, The.port movements so tar 
this week, however, is about 500 less than 
the same period last year; therefore the de- 
cline so far as it is attributed to the Phil- 
,adelphia Movement is sentimental. During 
the recent decline the statistical situation 
was lost sight cf to a great extent, owing 
to panicky conditions, especiaily at Liver- 
pooi, but now that the atmosphere has 
cleared it becomes clearly evident how 
strong the position of cotton is. Mr. Pasch, 
the French statistician, in his circular of 
February 15th, reiterates his crop estimate 
of 6,900,000, and while we regard his figures 
as about 300,000 too small, at the same time 
he gives very interesting figures showing 
the bullish features of cotton. Among other 
things he shows, according to The New 
York Chronicle, the stock at thirty-one 
leading weekly reported points in the south 
on February i0th were 377,000 bales, and yet 
deliveries to southern spinners after that 
date last year were 351,000 bales; practically, 
therefore, there was only sufficient stock 
at the visible points on February 10th to 
supply the needs of southern mills. The 
unknown quantity is: the amount on the 
plantations and at towns not weekly re- 
ported, and these were estimated at about 
50 per cent less than on the same date last 
year. According to the New Orleans cot- 
ton exchange, which every Wednesday re- 
ports the movement at twelve of the most 
important cotton points, the stocks were 
282,000 bales, against 3.5,000 last year, 
whereas on April Ist last year the same 
points held 276,000 bales; tnerefore, at a 
time exactly six weeks later than now 
those cities held within 6,000 bales of what 
their stocks are today. That the price of 
cotton was carried far below its intrinsic 
merits by the recent demoralization we 
think the bears generally admit. The mar- 
ket evidences that the shorts are timid 
about increasing their lines, and much of 
the advance today was caused by the little 
resistance they offered until the port move- 
ment promised to be as large was realized, 
when their selling became freer. The en- 
couraging sign, however, is the excellent 
spot demand at all important points in the 
south today, several of which are 1-16 to 
\%ec better. If Liverpool continues to take 
1u,000 to 12,000 bales daily it will put a dif- 
ferent phase on the situction. Cotton is too 
strong statistically to take the chances of 
depressing it at its current market value 
unless trade conditions become more unset- 
tled and disappointing than they have been 
up to this time. .

The Atlanta Consolidated Street Railway 
Company on Its Feet. 


eesteentetinedineeteee sented 


IT IS ALL JUST AS EXPECTED 


A Startling Report from Nempbis About 
a Movement to Colonize the Negro. 
Other Railroad News. 


The very-much-to-be-expected reorganiza- 
thon of the Atlanta Consolidated Street 
Railway Company is a source of gratifica- 
tion and not surprise to the average citizen 
of Atlanta. 

Several days ago it was first told in The 
Constitution that Mr. Joel Hurt, president 
of the company, who wa3 then and who 
had been for soma time in New York, get- 
ting bondholders to sign the agreement for 
reorganization, had secured the signatures 
of far more than the required number to 
bring about the satisfactory adjustment 
of the company’s troubles. 

This told the final story of the Consoli- 
dated’s salvation. , 

The public is perfectly familiar with those 
troubles under which the company has 
been staggering for.the past few weeks. It 
is ail very well known how the Consolidated 
began to stumble along with some difficulty 
eariy in the fall and winter, and how Presi- 
dent Hurt told the bondholders that some- 
thing would have to be done in order to 
preserve the interests of all parties eon- 
cerned. He showed them that if they would 
agree to shave down the interest on the 
bonds the company could meet it 
Within the next few years. The proposi- 
tion was to scale the interest to 3 per 
cent for the next two years and after that 
time 5 per cent. The condition was pro- 
posed that the shareholders would pay off 
the indebtedness of the company if the 
bondholders would agree to this scaling 
proposition. 

The proposition was being received with 
favor by the bondholders pwhen an attempt 


- was made by Atlanta lawVers, representing’ 


eastern holders, to get the railway placed 
in the hands of a receiver. ‘The‘case came 
up for hearing before Judge Pardee in New 
Orleans and the receivership was refused 
pending this effort at reorganization. Judge 
Pardee said that + would give the Con- 
solidated people thirty days to finish up 
the work of bringing about the reorganiza- 
tion, and thereupon President Joel Hurt 
went to the east to talk over the situation 
with the bondholders and secure 90 per 
cent of them to sign the proposition for 
reorganization upon the interest scaling 
plan. 

Even as early as last Saturday news was 
received from Mr. Hurt, who was then in 
New York, that more than the required 
number of bondholders had entered the 
agreement. Not only this, the money was 
all placed in hand for the payment of the 
company’s debts and Vice President Wood- 
ruff was in- possession of the checks last 
Friday, all of which was told in The Con- 
stitution at the time. 

It has never been regarded with the re- 
motest shadow of belief that the Consoll- 
dated folks would allow 
limit fixed by the court for this reorganiza- 
tion to pass out. 

The facts is, President Hurt found things 
easy when he went to the east. The bond- 
holders were very willing to cut the interest 
on their bonds so that the company could 
meet the interest and at the same time pay 
out of debt and get on its feet again, 

_ They went about the signing of the papers 
without @ murmur. 

But President Hurt ts to be praised for 
his untiring and successful work in this 
regard, nevertheless. He studied out the 
scheme for the salvation of the company 
and has worked it through in the face of 
hard times, and in the face of the effort to 
saddle a receiver upon the company.

A Bloody Fight in a Decatur Street 

Stairway. 

Two men, bloody and struggling furiously, 
tumbled out of a Decatur street stairway 
almost into Patrolman Grant’s arms last 
night. 

The men had on thetr fighting clothes and 
their bloody faces and well-directed blows 
showed the extent of thgir determination. 
Each was laboring for the extermination of 
who was | the other. Fists and knives were doing 
his wife, |-the work of destruction. 

Officer Grant separated the bloody com- 
batants and led them to police head- 
quarters. They were two white men. one 
about twenty-four, the other about thirty. 
‘The younger man was Joseph Albert and 
the older R. T. Venable. They had become 
involved in a dispute at the top of the 

Stairway in the building at the corner of 

Decatur and Pratt streets, and went for 

each other vigorously. A third young man 

seemed to have had a finger in the fight, 
but he was out of it when Patrolman Grant 
turned up. The men got down stairs- into 
the street in an inexplicable manner. 
Mr. Venable was severely cut across the 
top of the headand on the right hand. 
Albert was* wounded about the head 
and face. A generous profusion of blood 
poured from their wounds and dyed their 
clothing a sang@nary hue. They were not 
locked up, but sent to the Grady hospital, 
where their wounds were dressed. They 
were not hurt so badly that they will not 
be able to appear in court this afternoon. 


Charley Gouge, who has been jailed a 

month on a warrant charging him-with as- 
sault with intent to murder and highway 
robbery, was released yesterday at the in- 
stance of Detectives Cason and Looney. 
_ Gouge is the young man that was thought 
to be the assailant of David Draughn, the 
man who raised such a lot of mystery at 
the Grady hospital. He was arrested by 
Detectives Looney and Cason because a 
train of circumstances pointed to him as 
Draughn’s assailant and was identified by 
Draughn, while the latter was mentally 
unable to think intelligently. The identifi- 
cation was not thought to be worth much 
at the time, but the detectives decided to 
hold Gouge until Draughn did recover. 

Draughn, as is known, has recovered and 
has gone away for good and all. Nothing 
satisfactory has been fastenea on Gouge, 
and yesterday the detectives reledsed him, 
first carrying him before the justice before 
whom the warrant was first sworn out. 
The release was merely a formal matter. 

It now appears as if the real assailant of 
Draughn will forever remain undiscovered. 
The injured man, who ‘alone could give a 
correct clue, has left the city to’ remain 
away permanently. 
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Patrolman R. T. Bowle, who was taken 
off duty yesterday morning because it was 
feared that he had been exposed to small- 
pox, as he resides next door to the house in 
which the disease is located, returned to 
his post yesterday morning. After proper 
investigation members of the health board 
stated to Chief Connolly that Bowie was 
in no danger of taking the disease.
